During the week ended March 21, one sailing vessel was fumigated 
and dispatched, and the Peruvian cruiser Almirante Grau was passed. 

During the week ended March 28, two steamships were fumigated 
and dispatched, with a total personnel of 187 members of. crews, 156- 
cabin and 90 steerage passengers. 

Plague is reported from Chile as follows: Antofagasta, 12 cases and 
4 deaths in two weeks ended March 18; Iquique, present, March 20; 
Arica, present, March 21.
